VIENNA, Feb. 15.—Socialists, in the first attempt to 
estimate their dead in Austria’s civil warfare, today placed 
the number of slain in two Vienna districts alone at 600. 
This number was killed, they announced, in suburban Florids- 
dorf and in the neighborhood of the Karl Marx apartments. 
The rebellion against the government of Chancellor Engle- 
bert Dollfuss collapsed in the capital today, but the Socialists 
continued to fight in the provinces where, in some localities, 


they appeared to be worsting the government troops.

In fact I understand that in all 
other jails and penitentiaries cell 
lights are out at 9 o'clock, only the 
corridor lights being burned all 
night, 

It may not sound very awful on 
the face of it, but I would ask 
you readers to turn your imagina- 
tions loose for a few minutes and 
try and conjure in your mind's eye 
just what it means. To try and 
imagine how it feels to be in a cell 
seven by nine for six months, a 
year, eighteen months or longer, 
with a strong electric light glaring 
down in your eyes all night and 
night after night, for from 12 to 18 
hours according to the season of 
the year. 

It ruins your eyes and wrecks 
your nervous system, Only those 
who have suffered this mental tor- 
ture can appreciate its nerve de- 
stroying character. Many have gone 
to the “Black Hole” for turning off 
their lights to get some respite 
from the eternal glare. These are 
mostly long term prisoners whose 
eyes have become so affected that 
they can no longer stand the 
actual physical pain the glare 
brings on.

ENQUIRY IN ORDER 
Investigation, prompt, thorough and impar- 
tial, should be made into the conditions in the 
work camps at Evansburg and Winterburn, from 
which camps large “bodies of men deserted on 
Monday and “rode the rods” to Edmonton, 
If men are to build roads and rifle ranges at 


20 cents a day wages, they are at least entitled 
to good food, plenty of it, and as good accom- 
modation as can be reasonably provided. Camp 
conditions are given as the reason these men 
quit and came to the city. They should be given 
an opportunity to tell, and the public an oppor- 
tunity to learn, in what respect the conditions 
are not what they should be. 


A WAR AGAINST TRADE 

France and Great Britain are plunging into 
a trade war. Sanity may prevail and shorten 
the calamity, though it is sanguine to hope for 
that in a world gone over to the fiendish doc- 
trine that a country can only prosper by beg- 
garing its neighbor. 

When Britain went off gold, Franee imposed 
quotas to, stop the flood of British goods which 
poured across the channel, and which had to 
be paid for in gold since French goods could 
not be sold in Britain at competitive prices. 
Later on when France wanted to raise a loan in 
London to stop the export of gold, the British 
Government demanded that these quotas be 
removed. They were only removed in part 
Britain has imposed a surtax of 20 per cent on 
French goods. France has retaliated. 

Barring Canada and the United States, 
Britain and France have about as strong reasons 
for wanting to trade with each other as any 
two important countries on earth, and as much 
to lose through breaking off commercial rela- 
tions. 

If these countries cannot strike a bargain 
to avoid the mutual damages of a trade war, 
there is small enough chance that the nations 
generally will dismantle their bristling tariff 
walls until a series of general elections shall 
give their distressed peoples the opportunity to 
throw their trade-killing governments into the 
discard and institute policies for the revival of 
international trade and the restoration of world 
conditions, 


HANDS OFF 

From Paris comes official intimation that 
France and other members of the League of 
Nations may have to give armed aid to Chan- 
cellor Dollfuss in his attempt to restore order 
in Austria, 

At London Sir John Simon said Britain 
would not interfere in the ‘internal affairs of 
Austria and recognized the stand of Dollfuss 
that interference from any outside quarter can- 
not be tolerated, Germany being the quarter 
particularly alluded to. 

Which is all very well so far as it goes, but 
doesn't go any distance toward a solution of the 
root cause of the Austrian trouble. The political 
disturbance in that country is the direct and 
logical outgrowth of an impossible economic 
situation. A relatively small group of people, 
with neither fertile land nor basic resources for 
industrial operations, are ringed about by 
hostile tariffs which forbid them a market for 
what they can produce, while the sterility of 
their country forbids any such thing as the 
development of a self-contained economy. 

Austrian “integrity” in the circumstances 
means nothing more than continued isolation. 
Austrian “independence” means no more than 
freedom to live on short rations and pay interest 
charges on loans that can never be liquidated. 

The Austrian people, whatever their political 
crimes in days gone by, were thrust into that 
intolerable position by joint action of the vic- 
torious Allies, operating through the treaties of 
peace and the League of Nations. Having 
created ihe situation, it is for the League to tell 
Austria how it can live in the situation, or to 
permit the incorporation of the country into the 
German republic if that is what the Austrian 
people prefer. 

Hints of the employment of force, under or 
outside the auspices of the League, to hold the 
Austrian people in poverty are insults added 
to injury, even though the present Government 
of Austria prefers pauperism to Nazi-ism.

EXPORTS TO BRITAIN 


Canada maintained her position as leading 
supplier of wheat to the United Kingdom in 
1933, although there “was a decrease in her 
shipments of over 1,250,000 cwts., as compared 
with the previous year, writes Mr. J. H. Eng- 
lish, Canada trade commissioner in London, in 
the Commercial Intelligence Journal. Canada 
hes also maintained her position as leading 
supplier of flour and increased her shipments 
to 4,326,000 cwts. An outstanding feature dur- 
ing the year has been the renewed interest 
shown by Canadian exporters in the British 
market for bacon and hame.

Which Is More Important? 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


After staying up late @t night to read many 
letters sent to me by you who read my column, 
I found certain parts of your letters were stick- 
ing in my mind. These parts were the ones in 
which you told me how you think or feel about 
the disease which you have. This part of your 

letter is interesting to me be- 
cause I realize that in many 
cases the suffering produced 
in the mind of the patient is 
as keen as any suffering pro- 
duced in the body. 

I am now going to repeat 
to you some of the statements 
from the letters. The first 
part of each quotation will 
tell you which disorder is 
present and the second part 

Dr. F. McCoy will tell you how the patierit 
is thinking or feeling about his trouble. I be- 
lieve you will find in many cases the mental 
reaction is stronger than the physical reaction. 

“I am a young woman of the home loving 
type and have acne over my shoulders. On 
account of the scars left by the disease, I can- 
not wear low necked party dresses like other 
girls do, and I feel sure that, if I keep on refus- 
ing evening dates, I can never get married and 
will miss having a home and family of my 
own.” 

“My doctor tells me I have a small tumor. 
I can’t sleep at night as I am afraid it will 
turn into cancer.” 

“I have a severe pain in both knees. It is 
driving me crazy to think that I may be a 
cripple the rest of my life.” 

“Please help me cure my bad heart. I must 
get well as I have to support my mother, and 
I can’t bear the thought that I cannot take 
care of her.” 

“My health is so poor I get cranky over 
nothing at all. I know that I am making my 
children unhappy and I feel that I am driving 
my husband away from home, but I don’t 
know ‘what to do.” 

“My husband is a salesman. He has a very 
bad case of eczema which affects his face and 
he says that he hates to go in to see his pros- 
pects as he feels sure that they are staring at 
this ugly eruption.” 

“My breath is very bad. Because of. this I 
no longer want to talk to anyone and am los- 
ing my friends.” 

Let us suppose that each one of these pa- 
tients could overcome his or her physical 
symptoms. This would then be followed by a 
relief of the mental worry and anxiety and 
these people would once more feel like normal 
human beings. A great amount of good would 
be accomplished both on account of the phys- 
ical relief and the mental relief. I believe 
that it is just as important to overcome mental 
anxieties which prod the mind like jagged 
splinters as it is to alleviate physical condi- 
tions. 

I do not consider a patient fully cured until 
he is at ease in two ways—in the “pinchable” 
part of ‘him, which is the physical part which 
can actually be taken between the fingers and 
pinched, and also in the “unpinchable” part, 
which is the mental and psychological part of 
him which cannot be pinched and yet which 
has such a profound influence in his life. In 
many cases the “unpinchable” efforts are much 
the stronger of the two and the benefits which 
follow relieving his mind of anxiety will often 
be appreciated far more by the patient than 
the benefits which follow relieving his physical 
suffering. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—From Springfield, Mo., comes 
this question: “I am troubled with a freezing 
spell for about twenty minutes, followed by a 
wave of heat when I perspire freely. Lately 
the skin below the ears has begun to swell and 
burn. I have been using an ointment, but it 
doesn't do any good. Do you think this trouble 
could be coming from my nerves?” 

ANSWER—It is entirely possible that the 
swelling and burning sensation which you notice 
beneath the ears might be due to some derange- 
ment of the nerves. I doubt very much if any 
ointment applied externally would be helpful 
to you in bringing about a permanent cure, 
although it is all right to use it if you find it 
soothing. The best general advice I could send 
you would be to use a corrective fasting and 
dieting regimen which may be of help in speed- 
ing up the elimination of poisons which may 
be irritating the nerves. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Ernest G. of Memphis, 
Tenn., writes: My infant son has eczema un- 
derneath his knees. I would very much like 
to see him overcome this condition and, if you 
can give me any helpful information, I would 
appreciate it.”

Editor Bulletin: In 1921 the 
citizens of Alberta united to put 
into political power its largest 
occupational group or class-——the 
farmers. (In Ruesia the largest 


class are called “Bolsheviki,” a 
word meaning ‘the larger’ or ‘the 
majority’), All classes of people 
in the province from country, 
village, town and city, united to 
elect them 

They assumed that power on 
the usual terms—as trustees for 
all the people. 

For a time they did well and 
recognized the trust. Later, prob- 
ably assuming themselves to be 
safely entrenched, they decided 
to convert that trust to their own 
class uses. When objection was 
made, they talmly asked, “Why 
don't you other occupational 
groups elect your own represent- 
ative, We will co-operate with 
them.” They knew this was im- 
possible, Edmonton, for example, 
has 129 occupations listed in its 
telephone directory 

They could not form a govern- 


ment without a lawyer in it, as | 


the Attorney General must be 
one of His Majesty's Counsel 
Learned in the Law, 

No other occupational group in 
the province is more carefully 
restricted as to its personnel 
None surpasses it in excellence 
of character and training or 
standards of probity. This is

This letter led to 
the dismissal of Prof. Dale on

That evening a mass meeting 
of students was held when it 
was resolved, with four dissenti- 
ents, to abstain from lectures un- 
til Prof, Dale was reinstated, The 
strike lasted a few days, and then 
died out when the government 
appointed a royal commission to 
investigate the whole matter 
That commission decided in favor 
of the university council and 
against the students, but they 
were absolved from what nowa- 
days would be called bolshevistic 
tendencies.

“due to budding politicians who 
were essaying a first flight in 
popular agitation.” 

Two of the ringleaders in the 
movement reached political 
heights. William Lyon Mecken- 
zie King became Prime Minister 
of Canada; Hamar Greenwood at- 
tained the status of Baron Green- 
wood, occupying a seat in the 
House of Lords, after being the 
last British Secretary of State for 
Ireland, Tucker died prematurely 
in 1903.

Any ex- 
tension of the bond principle, 
however, would be vicious, as 
its psychological result would be 
to create distrust and destroy 
confidence. No bond protection 
could possibly avail the public 
aga’nst a lawyer or any other 
person whose known character 
was cuch as to require a bond 
guarantee

Get The Money

_The wise founder of the Standard Oil Corporations did not 
originate the theory that it is mgre profitable to fix the price 
than to gain the publie goodwill; he merely adopted the business 
methods of the men who had operated in ancient times, and some 
of whom in Quéen Elizabeth's day were slowed down by the 


Law Makes

Statute of Monopolies. 


The old-time monopolists paid no attention to quality; they 
centralized on price control and the lack of quality in their wares 


brought them under the criminal law. 


The modern price-fixers do not make this mistake. They 
specialize in quality so as to be undisturbed in price fixing; and 
are willing to give the public a little the best of it in quality so 
as to make the buyers submit to a great deal the worst of it in 
price. 


Gasoline is one of the choice examples of high quality and 
safely controlled high price. 


Tea is another diamond bright example of high quality trade 
names and safely controlled high price. The grower of tea would 
be delighted to get the cost of growing the tea and a profit of 
from one-half to one cent a pound; but taking it over the whole 
tea producing area from Japan to India it is doubtful whether the 
tea growers averaged during the last few years one and a half 
cents a pound, that is to say thirty dollars a ton. When the tea 
reaches our pantry shelves it has cost from forty cents to one 
dollar per pound; that is to say from eight hundred dollars to two 
thousand dollars per ton. This will give you some idea of the 
profit inherent in safely controlled price-fixing. 


Also it will give you some idea of the enormous profits easily 
and certainly to be seized oncé the power to control prices could 
be extended to all lines of goods; and the profit to the retailer be 
fixed and kept down to a specified allowance on each article sold. 
The easy money would mount into figures which cannot be 
realized. 


Now apply these facts to the present conditions in Canada. 
The Canadian people have had several years of actual distress. 
Everyone agrees that some remedial action is overdue. The public 
mind is ready for any proposal along recovery lines. 


Then comes the proposal to investigate mass buying; so worded 
as to carry with it the insinuation that those who sell goods in 
open competition procure those goods by force and unfair pres- 
sure, and that the remedy is price control. 


Nothing is said about the lines in which we have price control 
already; although the retailers of gasoline and tea and coffee and 
cocoa and proprietary articles do not as a class figure in the Who's 
Who of wealth and world social prominence. 


A parliament called into session at a time when the relief of 
public distress is the paramount issue; and when the only effective 
action must be constructive and remedial; comes out with a pro- 
posal to turn inquisitors loose on the business men who have 
struggled through the hard years; to rip their good-will to tatters; 
and out of the public distress and hopelessness to slip through 
some proposal which will form a base upon which to erect a 
general price-control structure. 


The country has had three years of conferences and commis- 
sions without any result evident on the pantry shelves or in the 
family wardrobes; but the disciples of special privilege believe 
the ultimate in easy money can be attained by entrusting to 
special privilege the general power to fix prices. It cannot be 
done; and the effort to do it will greatly increase the wave towards 


socialism.

An assessment battle over the 
valuation set on the McLeod build- 
ing, owned by the McLeod Build- 
ing Co., Ltd. was. staged before 
the civic court of revision at city 
hall, Wednesday afternoon, when 
appellants claimed that assessments 
placed on this property were far 
too high.

in 1913, The present value, he said, 
was certainly not more than $400, - 
000, and he contended the assess- 
ment should not exceed $250,000,

Mayor D. K. Knott, presiding with 
Commissioner David Mitchell at the 
earing, was of the opinion that the 
McLeod Building had showed less 
depreciation with the passage of 
years than any other business build- 
ing in Edmonton.
